For several years the woodchuck 
has been a growing nuisance in the 
corn belt, and in scme-localities it has 
become almost as destructive as the 
prairie dog in Coloradg and other west- 
ern alfalfa growing states, where 
whole fields of the legumes. are de- 
_ Stroyed by these burrowing animals. 

‘A greedy woodchuck will eat a quar- 
ter of an acre of alfalfa in a single 
“season, farmers say. This pest not 


only destroys crops in the fields and 


truck patches, but scatters burrows 
' and mounds over the meadows, mak- 
“ $ng it difficult to draw mowers, rakes, 
and other haying “tools over the 
ground, It digs burrows six and seven 
feet deep dnd often sixteen feet or 
. more long, piling up great mounds of 
dirt around the entrance which clogs 
up-the sickle bar. Horses’ legs are 


. sometimes broken when the animals’ 


'- feet break through into the burrows. 
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Poison Surest Way.

and the fox, so great care must be 
us@&. The woodchucks’ burrows are 
easily identified, because the animal is 
a vegetarian and is a clean “ house- 
keeper.” When the woodchuck den- 
keeper is at home the burrow is 
cleaned out daily, so that fresh 
dirt is to be seen piled up around the 
entrance. Frequently grass, ‘strings 
of vegetables, or fragments of alfalfa, 
clover, or similar crops are found 
around the hole. Fresh dirt is usually 
not to be found around the den of the 
fox or skunk, and instead of vegetable 
waste there are beetle wings and legs 


‘and bones around the entrance. 


Strychnine and carbon bjsulphide are 
two chemicals which have been used 


‘for many years in destroying wood- 


chucks, but in recent campaigns farm- 
ers fumigated the burrows with cal- 
cium cyanide, a new method. When 
chemicals are used, the methods are 
quite simple. The animals are poi- 
soned with strychnine inserted in 
pieces of vegetables or fruits.

— (Special Corre 
spondence.]—The drab, neutral 
bathing suit of yesteryears has 
disappeared ffpm the beaches 


with a vengeance, It’s a wonder there 
is a fish within a hundred mile radius 


of any beach, for shocks are supposed 


to be bad for them. Of course, there 
are still some quiet soule who have 
not yet brought themselves to the point 
where they can indulge the primitive 
desire for color, even on the edge of 
the sands. For them the dark, solid 
colored suit is still available, but for 
the man who would be in the swim of 
bathing suit style let there be stripes 
of as brilliant color as his soul cries 
out for. 

The colored suits are in both the two 
piece and the one piece model. One 
style is about as popular as the other. 
If you can’t make up your mind which 
one you want, don’t lose sleep over 
deciding, but get both. Then, if you 
are at a beach where shirts may not be 
tucked inside the trunks, you needn't 
go to the greater discomfort of wear- 
ing the shirt cutside, but you can wear 
your one piece suit which is acceptable 
at any beach. The possession of two 
suits has other advantages. If you are 
going on a vacation where you expect 
to turn second cousin to a fish, and 
will spend most of the day in and out 
of the water, it is pleasant to have an 
extra dry suit to slip into.for one of 
the dips. 

The cross striped two piece suits 
consist either of a striped shirt, the 
stripes of which may be anything from 
half an inch to two inches in width, 
and knitted or blue or oxford flannel 
trunks. Although the flannel trunks 
have long been a staple, there is great 
argument for the knitted full fashioned 
trunks. Flannel when it is wet is not 
as comfortable nor as well fitting as 
the knitted article.

One of 
the most attractive I have seen was 2 
two piece suit of one-inch wide orange 
and black stripes in the shirt, with 
black knitted trunks with the knit-in 
orange seam stripes.

Phe -breast striped shirt is a good 
number, although not as popular as the 
cross stripe. The chest stripings are 
usually on white grounds. 

Some of the one piece suits are 
striped both in shirt and trunks. In 
this case the stripes are moderate in 
width. One of the one piece suit ideas 
noted at Palm Beach last winter was a 
low cut, solid color suit with short at- 
tached skirt. At Palm Beach there are 
bathing ideas that will doubtless not be 
carried out In the more northerly wa- 
ters. Notably in this line are the white 
flannel trunks which appeared to some 
extent on the Florida sands. These, 
worn with cross striped or plain colored 
shirts, made up the bathing suits of 


some few resorters, but it is an idea 


that will hardly have any influence up 
here. 

A novelty this season in the swim- 
ming shirt to be worn with the plain 
colored trunks is the Fair Isle design. 
This is its first season in a bathing 
suit, and from the point of view of good 
looks should be successful. It certain- 
ly carries out the tendency towards 
color and more color as well as the 
giddy stripings. 

Remember this in buying a bathing 
suit—it pays to buy a good one. If 
you get an all wool, or, better still, an 
all worsted suit, you will have far 
greater comfort than if you invest ina 
cheaper suit that is partly cotton. For 
the wool and worsted shed the water 
and dry more quickly. Wet cotton is 
clammy, and may lead to catching cold 
if one is not careful when coming out 
of the water. It is less easy to catch 
cold in a wet piece of worsted than ina 
wet piece of cotton or wool and cotton 
mixed. 

Also, a good suit will fit better, and 
thus feel more comfortable to the wear 
er while he swims.
